CALGARY, Alta., April 21.—Spreading out over the 
province with its biting snow and wind of cyclonic propor- 
tions, Alberta’s worst blizzard in 20 years cut loose in 
Alberta yesterday and maintained its fury in only slightly | 
diminished proportions today. Driving out of the northwest | 
sections, where heavy snowfall and rain occurred. The 
storm lashed through the brush country of the foothills 
and in an eastwardly direction toward Saskatchewan where | 


dust storms prevailed the previous 24 hours.

Gen. McRae Offers Sug:

OTTAWA, April 21.—An Empire- 
wide broadcasting system to be 
operated by an Imperial Radio 
Commission, was suggested to the 
house commitice today by General 
A. D. McRac, member of the Can- 
adian senate. He expressed the be- 
lief that a scheme of an “all red” 
radio system embracing the cntire 
world, would meet the approval of 


every delegate who attends the 
forthcoming Imperial Conference 
here. 


Senator McRae said he had been in- 
terested in an Empire broadcasting 
scheme for years. 

During travels in far distant points 
of the Empire Senator McRae said he 
had been struck by the number of 
Britishers who wondered why there 
was no radio system developed that 
would bring them news of home. He 
believed a 30-minute broadcast a day 
from London, carrying the news of the 
homeland, would play a large part in 
holding on the chain and each fur- 
nished a half-hour news broadcast a 
day. 

In addition the witness urged that 
intra-Empire broadcasts of educational 
and entertainment programs be made 
a ruling principle 

The strong propaganda value of 
radio was of s0 much importance that 
he thought the proposal of an all- 
Empire broadcast system was of suf- 
ficient importance to be discussed at 
the Imperia] conference.

and others. 

Technically, tnis old bible is note- | 
worthy in many respects. It is set in} 
extremely small type, of a size that 
was later known as either Brilliant or) 
Pearl, Being hand cut, it is not ex- 
actly either size, but the non-print 
reader may get an approximate idea 
by noting that the type used is just 
about one quarter of the size used in 
real small print today. The type pages 
are 214 by 5”, in two columns, and 
contains 3,200 ems to a page. The 
“shop style’ is complicated with 
italics and small case, so that 600 ems 
an hour would be good typesetting for 
an expert of today, There are 800 
pages and over, each of which took at 
least 5'4 hours to set, so that no less 
than 4,400 hours went into composi- 
tion alone.

“Maboll Windor, ye daughter of 
Peter Windor, was baptized ye thirteen 
of February, 1635.” 

“John Johnson, ye sonne of Luke |

November, Ano 1662.”

day of August, Ano 1669,” | 

“John Roxton ownes this boke. God | 
give grace on it to take, 1695.” 

There are many such entries, und | 
the ink is as black as the day it was 
used, It is the old-fashioned ink made 
from “oak galls.” 

It is rather interesting to notice | 
that between the entry of 1635 and 
tnat of 1669, they had learned to use 
capital letters for people's names and 
proper nouns.

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COMPENSATED TAXATION 

Six months ago Britain was supposed 
to be financially down and out, or headed 
in that direction with not far to go. On 
Tuesday the chancellor of the exchequer 
was able to announce that the budget for 
the year showed a surplus of nearly $4,- 
000,000. A similar balance is expected for 
the year coming. The credit of course be- 
longs to Lord Snowden, not to Mr. Cham- 
berlain. 

There is to be no reduction in taxation. 
On the contrary, some new taxes may be 
imposed. But as compensation for the 
greater demands made upon him, the Bri- 
tish tax-payer has the satisfaction of 
knowing that the country is busier than it 
has been for years, that industry and 
trade are growing while in other countries 
they are declining, and that his opportun- 
ity to earn his high taxes, with something 
to the good for himself, is better and get- 
ting better. 

Canadian tax-payers would be recon- 
ciled to the tax increases imposed upon 
them last year and this year by the fed- 
eral and provincial governments if they 
too could see that asa result of govern- 
ment policy the times were getting better 
The fact is that so far as national trade 
policy has affected the situation it appears 
to have made it worse. 


That is, some salaries. Last si 
Stalin announced that this would have to 
come to pass. Men, he said, must be paid 
in proportion to the amount of work they 
do, and also in proportion to the import- 
ance of the work. The communist prin- 
ciple of one rate of pay for all has been 
found impracticable. It is in fulfilment of 
this announcement that a salary scale is 
being proclaimed, under which those who 
hold important positions will draw higher 
pay than those doing manual and rou- 
tine work. 

One of the reasons given for this 
change is interesting. ‘Many capable of- 
ficials have refused to accept posts of re- 
sponsibility because they received the same 
pay as subordinates they would receive 
as chiefs, without the responsibility.” 
Wherefore, as in capitalist countries, men 
are to be “bribed” to carry the heavier 
loads and do the worrying, by the offer of 
higher rewards. 

Lenin's policy is thereby thrown in the 
ditch; “From each according to his abil- 
ity, and to each according to his needs.” 
This would be a far different and better 
world if men everywhere would govern 
their lives by that rule. But where they 
do not do so voluntarily they cannot be 
made to do it by law or compulsion. Even 
a dictator, with the cheka and the red 
army as his instruments of discipline 
cannot make the maxim effective. Men 
will only do their best where there is the 
inducement of personal gain. 


HOW THE PROVINCES STAND 

Only two of the provinces of the Do- 
minion suffered a loss of population dur- 
ing the last decade. Prince Edward Island 
recorded a loss of 577 and Nova Scotia a 
loss of 10,991. 

Each of the others showed a gain as a 


result of the census taken in June last. 
New Brunswick registered the smallest 
increase, 20,343, but this far more than 


balanced the losses of its two neighbors. 
Omitting odd figures, Quebec gained 513,- 
000 Ontario 498,000, Manitoba 90,000, 
Saskatchewan 164,000, Alberta 143,000, 
and British Columbia 169,000. The Yukon 
shows a gain of 113, and the Territories a 
loss of 855. 

As regards the two “halves” of the Do- 
minion, the four western provinces report 
a joint growth of 566,000, while the five 
eastern provinces gained slightly mor: 
than 1,000,000, The notion that the west 
has been cutting down the lead of the old- 
er provinces is thus shown to be mistaken. 
It is in eastern, not western Canada, that 
the heaviest increase has occurred, thou’ h 
in percentage gains the four western prov- 
inces have the advantage.

THE ONE CHANCE OF SUCCESS 


The directors have cut the expenditure 
on Edmonton's summer fair to a figure 30 
per cent less than that of last year. If the 
revenue does not fall away more than 25 
per cent, there will be a small balance on 


the right side of the ledger. Should it drop 
farther than this, the balance will be on 
the wrong side. 

Conditions being what they are and are 
likely to be, it will not do to placidly as- 
sume that revenue will shrink not more 
than one-quarter, even if no extra effort is 
made beforehand to attract attention to 
the exhibition. There is a strong possi- 
bility that, unless such extra effort is 
made, gate receipts and other income items 
may slump far below the dead line, and 
leave a deficit to add to the troubles of the 
city and the future difficulties of the exhi- 
bition association. 

People are not looking now for oppor- 
tunities to spend money for pleasure. 
Neither will they turn out to the fair just 
because the venture may lose money if 
they stay away. In more prosperous times 
any sort of a demonstration could count 
on drawing a crowd, with only a minimum 
of advance publicity. That is no longer 
the case. If visitors are to be drawn in 
large numbers this year they will have to 
be told, and told repeatedly and in a con- 
vincing way, that the pleasure and profit 
derived will be well worth the cost. 

Which is another way of saying that 
advertising, and plenty of it, is the only 
thing that can guarantee the fair against 
a loss, which might run to proportions 
serious enough to imperil the future of the 
exhibition. Advertising costs money, and 
it always pays dividends if it is intelligent- 
ly done. If there is any doubt on .that 
score, all that needs to be done is neglect 
to advertise the fair widely beforehand, 
and then see what happens to it.

From both sides of the Dominion came protests 

against the findings of Sir Alexander Gibb, eminent 


port engineer, who has been investigating the har- 
bours of Canada. 

Sir Alexander recommends the abolition of ail kcal 
harbour commissions, and the establishment of a cen- 
tral board at Ottawa, to administer a)l the ports of 
Canada. He would have a personnel of three; a conm- 
troller of harbour finance, a director of port engineer- 
ing and a director of port operations, with a resident 
harbour manager at each port, who would be assisted 
by an advisory committee of outstanding citizens and 
business men, 

The recommendations are embodied in a volumin- 
ous report, covering an exhaustive survey made by Sir 
Alexander. 


Sir Alexander cannot point to such a body as he 
suggests, in Great Britain, where the control and man- 
agement of the ports are all under local bodies, The 
London docks and wharves ate under the Port of 
London Authority, which dates back for centuries. 
The port of Liverpool is under the Mersey Docks end 
Harbour Board. Swansea is under the Swansea Har- 
bour Improvement Trust—chiefly known to satiors 
from the fact that the dock employes had the initivs 
of the Trust in gold letters on their official caps, wich 
led to a revolt of the dock employes owing to the frank 
and breezy fo'castle humor they evoked. 

But all of these bodies are directed by prominont 
men in the industrial, shipping and transportation life 
of the port. They have not descended into the mire 
of party patronage, as so many port authorities have 
done in Canada. 

But there's the rub! Would the establishment of 
@ central authority at Ottawa controlling all the ports 
of Canada, virtually a new department of government, 
lift harbour management out of the mire or plunge 
it more deeply in? 

Would a trio of gentlemen tn steam-heated offices 
in the interior of Ontario, be able to manage poris as 
diverse as Halifax, St. John, Toronto, Montreal, Port 
Churchill, Vancouver, Victoria and Prince Rupert— 
not forgetting New Westminster—as efficiently as local 
autonomous bodies? 

Would it put an end to conditions whereby Mont- 
real can always secure the lions share of the appropria- 
tions and not be called upon to repay her borrowings, 
or such conditions as prevented Vancouver from be- 
coming a grain port for so many years? Even after 
the No. 1 terminal elevator was built, influences were 
able to hold back the flow of grain for many years, 
so that the No. 1 elevator was nicknamed the “White 
Elephant,” and pointed to ag a warning instead of an 
example 

Sir Alexander knows a very great deal about har- 
bour engineering and management, but very littie 
about politics as they are practiced in Canada. He 
may be right. Conditions could do with improvement. 
Howls of protest from those close to the present (and 
moguls controlling our harbours, sound 
like the cry of “Great is Diana of the Ephesians” in 
the mouth of Alexander the coppersmith and his 
brother rabbie. 


ITH all the excitement, uncertainty and double- 

crossing of the Lindbergh -kidnapping case, with 
great American institutions like Al Capone and the 
New York Daily News each offering $50,000 reward to 
whoever finds the baby, the surprising thing is that 
no newspaper reporter has won wealth and fame by 
unearthing the mystery. Has it come to pass that 
the police can no longer find out from the reporters 
who did it and what it is all about? 

Hearst, who prides himsélf on being able to start 
wars, cannot rise to the greatest occasion in yellow- 
journalism. His men have run down murderers and 
grafters. The tabloid press makes a practice of sending 
second-storey men to bring in photographs not obtain- 
able any other way. But at the time of writing none 
of their men have solved the Lindbergh kidnapping. 

I was with a former Hearst photographer at the 
time the news came out that young “Lindy” had been 
stolen. This chap had been giving me an amusing 
account of a Hearst shock battalion arriving in a town 
to staff a new paper. He sald it looked like as if a 
jail delivery had taken place. But they delivered the 
goods, that is, the sort of newspaper goods the Eearat 
papers revel in. 

“Who do you think has stolen the child?” I asked 
this chap. 

“Either a gang after money or some enemy {or 
spite,” he said. 

“But Lindbergh has no enemies in U. S. 
national hero,” I demurred. 

Then he told me this story. He said “Lindbergn 
got very tired of publicity and applause. After he 
got money and was secure in American society he be- 
gan to be very rude to people who wanted to make a 
fuss of him. I was sent out once to take a photograph 
of Lindy at a public ceremony. A pretty Iittle gir:, 
about five years o'd, beautifully dressed, was to pre- 
sent. him with a large bouquet of flowers. They were 
white flowers. In the centre was the outline of an 
airplane, worked in biue flowers. As Lindy stepped 
off the gangplank onto the platform, someone gushed 
the little girl out towards him. and she shyly handed 
him the bouguet. And what do you think he did?” 

“Don't know,” I said 

“Well, he took the flowers and threw them on the 
floor and walked on.” 

My friend said thet people hissed, and that instead 
of taking Lindy’s picture he accused him of being on 
the maternal side to the canine world. 

In the Hearst and tabloid services they use a very 
encourgeing formula in sending out a photographer 
on a difficult job. They “Come back with the picture 
or don't bother to come back at all.” 

This chap said that when he reported the incident 
and told why he wouldn't take Lindy’s picture, he was 
assured that the office agreed with him. 

If the story is true—and I always found this in- 
formant a very reliable one—it goes to show that being 
in the public eye is very hard on the nerves. and thet 
Lindy might learn 2 lesson or two from a certain Al- 
berta rancher.

Tt was during the famous Janet Smith murder mys- 
tery in Vancouver. Janet, a pretty little Scotch girl, 
in @ well-to-do family.

The theory was advanced that she was playing wita 
the weapon while ironing some clothes. In support 
of this theory it was pointed out that there were the 
marks of a hot iron on her body, presumably where it 
had fallen on her.

Health and Diet Advice

THE LIVER AND ITS FUNCTIONS 

The liver is not only one of the most important o;. 
gans in the body, but is the heaviest of our gland: 
weighing about one-fortieth of the body's weignt. 11s 
weight is supported mainly oy five strong ligaments 
and partly because it rests upon various abdominal! or- 
gans, such as the kidneys, large colon and stomacn. It 
is located just below the dia- 
phragm and occupies the up- 
per portion of the abdominsl 
cavity, mostly the right side 

The liver is quickly affected 
by diet and may be upset af- 
ter a single indigestible meal 
This is because the liver has 
a double blood supply. The 
first is the ordinary circula- 
tion of blood, and the second 
blood supply comes over the 
large partal vein and carries 
food materials directly from 
the stomach and ‘ntestines 
into the liver, It is fortunate 
that the digested food mate- 
rials are carried to the hver 
before they are distributed to 
the general circulation, for 
the liver thereby has an op- 
portunty of destroying .arm- 
ful substances coming trom 
the digestive tract before 
they are allowed to enter the 
vital blood stream, From the 
blood the liver not only ab- 
sorbs food materials for its 
own functioning, but also a 
surplus of food materials * 
which are stored in the liver 
for ture use. 

The three principal functions of the liver are: Firs’, 
the manufacture of bile; second, the formation of urca 
and uric acid from the toxic end products of prote! 
metabolism; and, third, preventing too much dextror 
(digested sugar and starch) from entering the bico 
immediately after cating. 

A congestion of the liver generally results in the 
unpleasant symptoms which are commonly understood 
by the term biliousness; however, the liver may be- 
come diseased before ane becomes aware of the Suticr 
yellow color of the skin, the yellow tinged coated 
tongue and the persistent headaches, indigestion and 
the other indications of the bile not being sufficient! 
eliminated from the liver. While the bile is necessary 
and helpful to digestion in the intestinal tract, 1% ma) 
poison the entire system if, for some reason the liv: 
is unoble to discharge the bile as rapidly as it forms 
The most frequent cause of the retention of vile is t! 
stoppage of the bils duct either by catarrhal anflam- 
mation or by gallstones. 

The gall bladder, whicn serves as a storehouse for 
bile until it is needed for digestion, is attached to the 
lower surface of the right lobe of the liver about on « 
level with the end of the ninth rib. The gall bladde: 
communicates with the common bile duct by a sort of 
switch arrangement.

of liver disorders is the absorption of putrefying poi-

sons from the intestines. In simple congestion of tuc 
liver, a cure usually takes place rapidly by doing notn- 
ing but cleaning out the intestinal tract with high 
colonic irrigations and avoiding the use of rich food 
mixtures. There are so many different diseases of th 
liver, one without considerable diagnostic experience 
should never attempt to diagnose liver or gall bladder 
disorders. If restriction of the diet and the intestinal! 
cleansing do not bring about an improvement in eny 
case where jaundice is present, it is advisable to have 
an immediate examiration by a physician with con- 
siderable experience in: diagnosing liver disorders. it 
is now possible to examine the gall b'adder with the 
use of a dye which forms a shadow in the gall bladder 
when x-ray pictures are taken. Every modern ex- 
amination of the gall bladder, or suspected liver dis- 
orders, should include this method of diagnosis. 


Keeping Mentally Fit

MASCULINE AND FEMININE HANDWRITINGS 
Simee you state that one cannot tell character from 
handwriting, how do you explain the differences between 


the handwritings of men and women? 
GRAPHOLOGIsT. 


My statement referred first to the detailed readins 
of complex character-traits from minute features of the 
letters. I illustrated: that to say people who leave tntir 
0's open on top are open-hearted or generous, and trae 
who close them (even tying them with an extra loop) 
are close-fisted and tight in money matters, is just 
nonsense. The “How -to- Read- 
Handwriting” books are full of ‘hat 
sort of stuff. 

I made plain, secondly, that hand- 
writing is an expression of ou 
motor set. So are our postures, our 
gestures, our movements, our mma! - 
ner of talking, shaking hands, smi!- 
ing, laughing. A'l that, as well < 
handwriting, has a modest ratir n 
character reading if the matter Le 
not pushed too far. 

I indicated, third, that very clab- 
orate and scientific studies of the 
forms of the letters, the pressure, the margins, man- 
nerisms, etc, have been made, and that these have 
some value as diagnosis of character. Excellent studies 
nave been made of the handwriting of the insane, tn- 
ciuding differences in the several types of mental dis- 
order. Age shows in handwriting. A child's hand- 
writing shows the child's type of motor co-ordination 
ana the lack of it. Putting all this together, we can 
sec How handwriting may be interpreted crudely and 
fancifully, or in scientific manner. 

The comparison of men’s and women’s handwriting 
adds other interesting points. As to groups; if you were 
given ten or twenty specimens of male and female 
handwritirgs, the men's in one pile, the women’s in 
another, you would never make a misiake in telling 
which was which. For the group you would be 190 
per cent correct. But if you took 100 envelopes es they 
happen to come In the matl, and sorted them according 
to sex, what would your score be? Still better, if you 
had fifty men and fifty women all write the sam: 
sentence, could you separate the masculine from tlic 
feminine handwritings? 

The test has been made many times. Note that by 
chance, you would be right 50 per cent of the time 
In one experiment, the average of all the judges wa 
61 per cent, or 11 per cent better than chance. Th: 
worst judge had only 48 per cent right (practicaliy 
chance) and the best only 72 per cent. So for uo- 
trained judges, the score is not very high. Men and 
women do about equally well in judging whether a 
handwriting is masculine or feminine. The low score

$200,000 Could be Raised 
by One-half Per Cent. 
Tax Council Told 


Suggesting a tax of one-half per 
cent on city bonds, Dr. R. C. 
Ghesticy, appearing at the special 
meeting of city council Wednesday 
afternoon, claimed that this source 


would provide a revenue of $200,- 
000 on Edmonton's total bonded in- 
debtedness of $40,000,000. 


Ald. C. L. Gibbs said that the com- 
missioners might investigate this sug- 
gestion, stating that the time had 
come when bonds “will have to be con- 
sidered in a different light.” 

City Solicitor Dr. J. C. F. Bown 
K.C., explained that it was outside 
of the city’s jurisdiction to impose a 
tax on such bonds.
